The danger of the common house fly is now too well known to require 
emphasis, It is the greatest distributor of the filth and disease breeding 
germs upon which it thrives and breeds its countless millions. Destroy its, 
breeding grounds and the battle is more than half won. When the first fly 
puts in an appearance, kill it, and you will be saved the trouble of swatting 
hundreds later on, 

Then there is that most unpopular little humming bird, the mosquito, 
which turns so many of our long and lovely summer evenings and our 
heautiful summer resorts and sports grounds into places of torture. By 
taking early action this almost universal pest can be largely controlled, | 
For years the citizens of Winnipeg have had life made miserable for | 
them by mosquitoes, and each season witnesses more energetic and con- 
certed effort to destroy them. Regina, no worse sufferer than other places, 
is. this year, under the direction of the Kinsmen Club, assisted by other 
service clubs, the health authorities, Boy Scouts, and other organizations, 
taking part in the battle. 

The mosquito breeds by ‘tens of millions in stagriant water. Pools of 
stagnant water, slowly drying up sloughs, partially filled ditches, cannot an 
be drained,‘/nor can their existence be wholly prevented, but through the | 
simple expedient of scattering coal oil, and other oils, in these stagnant 
waters, these millions of potential mosquitoes will be destroyed. Regina 18 | 
surveying the city and its surroundings from the air, thus detecting every | 
spot of stagnant water, and these are to be impregnated with oil. If all} 
our towns and villages locate these pools of stagnant water in and about 
them and take Itke action, life wil! be made more comfortable and enjoyabie. | 

When ‘cleaning old oil out of your motor car, tractor engine, or othe: 
machinery, do not throw it away. Save it, and spread it about in any stag- 
nant water in your yicinity, and sink your old oil-soaked rags with a stone} 
in such pools. By so doing you will prevent the breeding of mosquitoes. 

This great and Holy war is being waged in other directions and in even 
intensive fashion, Departments of agriculture, and the research departments 
of our Universities and the National Research Bureau in laboratories and | 
in the fields, have for some years been engaged in the task of finding a 
means of eradicating rust from wheat, which takes its toll of tens of mil- 
lions of dollars from the farmers of the prairies, According to latest authen- 
tic reports gratifying progress has been made, and the experts engaged in 
this work are now fairly confident they are on the right track, and that 
before long a rust resistant wheat will be developed, fully equal to other 
wheats in its early ripening ability, in yield per acre, and in its bread mak- 
ing qualities; Such a victory will bring huge rewards for the time ana 
money expended, It is a form of constructive warfare which will reimburse 
Canada for many of its losses occasioned by destructive human war, 

Agricultural and health departments of governments are in the van of 
this great, never-ending battle. The larger municipalities and many other 

’ communities are awakening to their responsibility. Semi-public organiza- 
‘tions of many kinds are joining in the fray, As was the case in the Great 
War, scientists are doing their part, and doing it well. But as the Great 
War .developed into a struggle between peoples, rather than armies ana 
navies, in which every man\and woman had a duty to perform, so in this 
other war in which Canada is engaged, everybody must be enrolled if the 
largest measure of success, and victory is to be achieved. This is a war 
which ‘recognizes no defined boundary lines; it must be waged everywhere; 
if the enemy remains unmolested in any one place or district, or even on 
any individual homestead, victories elsewhere will be of little avail. It is a 
universal war, demanding the active co-operation and alert vigilance of all.

Army Reserve Limitation 
Is Ruled Out Of Draft 
Disarmament ‘Treaty 


Geneve.—Despite strong aan 
and Russian objection limitation on 
trained army reserves was ruled out 
the draft treaty of the preparatory 
disarmament commission. 

After clear evidence that a major- 
{ty of the countries at the confer- 
ence favored taking no action on re- 
serves, President Loudon ruled that 
no limitation of them would be en- 
vi sged in the treaty. Maxim Lit- 
vi. off, Soviet delegate, demanded a 
ve», but President Loudon refused 
1) as the question involved prin- 
ciple. He said that M. Litvinoff| 
would have a chance to vote when 
the text of the draft treaty takes 
written form, 

It became certain that conscrip- 
tion countries like France, Italy and 
Japan would win with their point 
that trained reserves should not be 
jucluded, when Lord Cushenden, 
delegate of Great Britain, disclosed 
that Britain, like the United States, 
in the interest of making progress 
toward disarmament, would not in- 
sist upon the reserves being in the 
treaty. He sald he believed, like} 
Ambassador Gibson, that they should 
he included, but if he insisted on his 
views, it might wreck the draft! 
treaty. 

This would oblige them, he said, 
to inform the council of the league 
of nations that they had despaired of 
achieving any results. He explained 
that it was clear the nations of con- 
tinental Europe were not ready to 
abandon conscription, 

Count Von Bernstoff, 
gate, maintained that reserves form-; 
ed a decisive factor in war and 
should be limited. 

His declaration was interpreted 
here as expressing German chagrin | 
at the announcement by Ambassador 
Hugh S. Gibson, that America would 
withdraw its objection to non-inclu- 
sion of trained army reserves as ef- 
fectives. 

Soviet Russia, the Netherlands and} 
Sweden supported the German view- 
point. 

General ‘Tsiang Tso-Ping, the 
Chinese delegate, then made a plea 
for adoption of its amendment for 
the abolition of conscription because 
it engendered the war-like spirit. 
Without taking a decision the con- 
ference adjourned.

Wednesday morning on a non-stop 
long distance flight to Calcutta, 
landed at Karachi at 1:15 p.m., Bri- 
tish time. 

The flyers failed to reach their 
intended destination, but they 
made the first non-stop flight to In- 
dia and established a new _ British 
long distance record, having covered 
approximately 4,100 miles in fifty 
hours and 48 minutes. 

The airmen had made steady pro- 
gress from the time of their depart- 
ure from Cranwell, covering the first 
2,600 miles in about 27 hours and 
the latter stage of 1,500 miles from 
Bagdad to Karachi, in 22 hours. Head 
winds held them up after their pas- 
sage over Bagdad, 

The airmen passed over 
but returned an hour later 
of a shortage of gasoline, 

The flight is 287 miles short of the 
existing record, while the present 
world’s endurance record is 65-hours 
and 25 minutes. 

The last air ministry non-stop re- 
cord was established in 1927 when 
Flight Liuetenant Carr covered 3,419 
miles, making a forced landing in 
the shark-infested waters of the Per- 
sian Gulf.

According to the description affix- 
ed in the cabin, the furniture was 
made by W. Wilkinson, of Ludgate- 
Hill, in 1800. 

When Nelson’s body was being 
brought to England, the Victory put 
back into Rosia Bay, Gibraltar, and 
the furniture was put ashore, where 
it is believed to have been secretly 
sold by one of Nelson's servants. 

In 1862 it was bought by the 
grandfather of the present owner, 
who lent it to the Victory in Octo- 
ber last.

Immediately following Confedera~ a 
tion, and for some years thereafter, 
the survey work of the Department 
of ‘the Interior in Western Canada 
was primarily for the purpose of 
subdividing the land in anticipation 
of later settlement, These surveys 
were in accordance with a regular 
system, the initial lines for which 
were meridians and base lines, The!

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Durum Wheats In Manitoba 


About Fifty Per Cent Of Wheat 
| Grown Is Of Durum Variety 


Tests in the growing of different 
| varieties of wheat have been carried 
on by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, at Ottawa, in the’ province of 
Manitoba. The work has been done 
by the experimental farm at Bran- 
| Gop, and has shown that the Durum 
varieties are apparently making 
some headway for the present at 
least over the bread-making varieties 
of wheat, particularly in the south- 
western part of the province. Each 
year the growing of Durum wheat 
has been spreading farther and 
farther northward, and according to 
the superintenlent at Brandon farm, 
about fifty per cent. of the wheat 
growing acreage in the province is 
devoted to the Durum varieties. The 
growing of Durum wheats has a dis- 
advantage however in that the cost 
of harvesting and threshing is ap- 
preciably greater, due to the heav- 
jer crops of straw and the greater 
tendency of the crop to lodge. The 
favoured varieties of Durum are giv- 
en in the report of the Brandon farm 
for last year, published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, 
as Mindum and Kubanka, varieties 
that are sought by the trade on ac: 
count of their amber colour.

There are many plants suitable for 
hedging purposes and most of these 
have been well tested at the, Central| 
Experimental Farm, at Ottawa, 
where there are no less than eighty- 
four hedges of sufficient length to 
make reliable comparisons. In test.- 
ing hedge plants at the central farm, 
about one hundred and twenty spe- 
cies of trees and shrubs have been 
tried out. Many of these have proved 
unsuitable. The hedges at the experi- 
mental farm are of different heights 
and breadths, and include both decid- 
uous and evergreen yarieties. These 
as well as the method of their culti- 
vation and care are described in Bul- 
letin No, 89, published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, 
and entitled “Ornamental Trees, 
Shrubs and Wood Climbers,” For 
positions where tall hedges are de- 
sired the Siberian Pea Tree has prov- 
ed satisfactory as have also the 
Honey Locust, the Common  Buck- 
thorn, and some of the Birches.
